NCREASING seriousness of 

the Italian defeat in North 
Africa is shown by today’s 
announcement in Rome that 


the fighting has extended to 


Sollum, on the Egyptian side 
of the Libvan border. Lon- 
don’s report of the capture of 
several thousand more Ital- 
jans means that the British 
mechanized units are pressing 
forward toward Libya with 
the apparent intention of 
driving the Italians back into 
their own territory. 

There were indications that the 


immediate objective of the Brit- 
ish drive is to continue to pound 


arainst the Italian right flank 
This manoeuver is designed to 
prevent the Italians spreading 
southward, into the desert, keep- 
ing them as much as possible 
near the Mediterranean coast, 
within range of British naval 
guns. 

It probable that these tactics 
are largely responsible for the great 
number of Italian prisoners, Caught

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If the Italians refuse an en- 


gagement at sea and if the British 
can continue te keep Libya bot-
